Dear Sir:— 

I have ycur letter of the 18th in- 
stant., in which you say a (luestion as 
to tlie eligibility to the oiUce of Coun- 
ty School Superintendent of Adair 
County, iu case you were nominated 
and elected, is being raised on -the 
groonda that your State OertiSeate is 
insufficient ijecause it isj claimed that 
yuu took the ezamlnatiou in '^Mby 
County at a time when yoo were not a 
resident of that County. 

I understand from your letter tliat 
you were born in Oaaey County, and 
rasided there until 1908, at which 
time you moved to Adair, where you 
resided until the 1st day of January, 
191(5, when you then (Jan. lat , 1916) 
bought a farm iu Casey County, and 
it was tben your expressed intention 
to reside thereon and make the same 
your legal domicile or place of res- 
idence, and did make same your tiome 
and residence. Tliat while you thus 
claimed and held the Casey county 
farm as your domicile, you took the 
examiuatiuu iu ttiat county for a 
State Certitieate under ttte provisions 
of Section 4503, Kentucky Statutaa. 
Tliat afterwards In due course, ttie 
State Board of Education issued to 
you a State Certificate w hich would 
entitle ^ou to teach in tlte sctiools of 
1 jhe Stan for a period of sixteen years, 
unless such ceri ilica'te should 'not be 
renewed at the end of eight years be- 
■e of tbe fact that you might have 
failed to engage in active school work 
/or two successive years, or because 
theloeai board might Itava deemed 
you unworthy Deeauaa of unaterality 
of character. 

In addition to what you .say in your 
letter, J tind that State Superintend- 
ent, V. O. Gilbert, in January, 1917, 
wrote yuu suListantially as follows: 

"We have received the affidavit of 

Mr. Wesley, tixiti^' his realdeuea in 
Casey County .ind ar^ ordering hie oer- 
tificate issued. This aattlea' the quea- 
tion, as he has a right to llz bia plaoe 

of residence." 

I ck> not dnd tlie affidavit ^ferred 
to, as it appeH rs to have been filed 
wiUi Mr. Pogue, one of the ioapect- 
ors, \whose papers are not on fl.e liere. 

However, 1 timiier from the reeords 
of Mr. Gilbert's otlice tiiat your cer- 
tificate was lield up by the State 
Board of Education on eom plaint of 
outside parties that you were not a 
resident of Casey County, and after- 
wards by the State Board directed to 
be issued when you Hied the affidavit. 

It seems to me that that act of the 
State Board is ooneiusiva in the mat- 
ter. They, after deliberating, were 
of the opinion that you were a resi 
nent of Citaey County and iaaoedyour 
Certificate, and as Mr. Gilbert, the 
only person who, under the law, lias a 
right to revoke this eertllleate waa a 
member of that Board and by his let- 
ter referred to is on record as conclud- 
ing that you warT legally ontttlad to 
the certificate 

So it appears to me from all the facts 
Obtainable that yoo are the holder of 

a legal State Certificate which will 
not expire for sixteen years, except 
you elKNild fail in having it renewed 
at the end of eight years from the 
date of issuance, and that, so far as 
thequeetioD of the validity the 
certificate is concerned, you are eligi- 
ble to the office of County Superin- 
tendent of Adair County. 

Trusting toat thn foregoing la -suf- 
ficiently responsive to yonr qoariea, I 
beg to remain.

With the motor truck a 
farmer living, say eight miles 
from the city or station, can 
start at 8 o'doek, deliver his 
goods and get home in time to 
eat his dinner and get the truck 
for the next day in readiness; 
whereas, the same farmer, by 
the <rid way of horse and wagon, 
would have to start before sunup 
and would usually get back home 
by sun-down. He would then 
have to take the next day to get 
Ua track ready. In that way 
he would lose a day, and might 
lose some truck that would have 
been all right had it been mar- 
keted a day earlier. , 

Soma track farmen bay a reg- 
ular motor truck, while others 
get "trailers," that ia, a small 
wagon, to hook on behind their 
car. By the former way they 
can carry heavier loada, but the 
latter is preferred by the major- 
ity, as it is large enough to han- 
dle the products of most truck 
farms, and the car can also be 
aaed for pleasure, as the "trail- 
er" can be anhooked at any 
time. 

Another way some truck farm- 
ers do is to buy a second-hand 
Ford roadatar or touring ear and 
have truck bodies Sput on them 
by the blacksmith, who will usu- 
ally do it cheap. This is cheap- 
er, ht firat coat, than buying a 
BOW trade bat it wQl pay in the 
long run to buy a new one.

SooM day farmers will candle 
all their eggs at home and send 
only fresh, clean eggs to market. 
Some day the buyers will accept 
no other kind, or if they buy 
"craeka** and *'dirtieo," or take 
fertile eggs in the summer time, 
take them at a reduced price for 
the local market only. Some 
day. too, the farmers will work 
out a bfittar system of mariteting 
than the country store and the 
retail grocery, with their care- 
less methods of handling and 
long delays ' in shipment, now 
offer. 

In the meantime it will pay any 
farmer who has many eggs to 
sell and who wishes to build up 
a reputatkm and a profitable 
market fpr hia product, to aep- 
arate the male birds from the 
laying flick, to provide clean 
neats, to gather up eggs every 
day and store in a cool place, to 
take them to market as often as 
may be, to leave ail that are 
stained, cracked, undersized or 
of doubtful age at home. — i^south- 
em Agrteoltarist.

The following is a summary 
with explanatory comment uf t tie 
rules and regulaUous tliat will 
govern exemption and determine 
the status generally of those who 
have tieen drawn as the lirst 
quotaa for the new army that iato 
be raised by the United States. 

It iias tteeu prepared by Mr. 
Graver O. Sales, a practicing at- 
torney of Louisville, wlio win act 
as advisory counsel for the Iccal 
boaid of the Seventh distrlet, 
which eomprlasa the Twaifth 
ward. 

Now that the numbers under the se 
lective draft law have been drawn aod 
in a few days will be officially in poss 
ession of the local boards, the vital 
topic of intesest to Lhe public is tlie 
status of those personH wlio have been 
drawn in the tirst draft. 

If physically and morally qoalitled 
they are only discharged for certain 
grounds. One of the most common 
grounds for discharge or exemption 
will undoubtedly tie that uf a man 
whose wife or child is dependent upon 
his labor for support. 

Ttie •'ule as to this is plain. If the 
income from which such wife or child 
receives support is the result of the 
hustiand's mental 'or physical labor, 
then be is clearly to be discharged 
from service under the present rules 
laid down by the President; but if the 
income support ing the family is main- 
ly the result of dividends from stock 
or bonds or rents from real estate or 
other investments, independent of his 
mental or physical labor, then he is 
not exempt, aa his wife or child could 
be supported on the income derived 
from his capital wiLliout his mental or 
'physical labor Each case necessarily 
presenu iteelf to the Bound eeneeand 
the fairness of tba loeal and diptriet 
boards 

If the wife has indedsndsnt means 

of her own then the husband Is not 
discharged from service. 

If the wife lias an Independent in- 
come, iMit ttie cliildren have not, and 
the support is mainly derived from 
the fruits of the father's mental or 
physical labor he la aiampt 

Many persons liave wondered wheth- 
er or not the marriage of a drafted 
man. Since the draft hiw took affect, 

would exempt him from service. It 
may be said in this respect that under 
the prsssnt rules and regulations is- 
sued by the president under the au- 
thority vested in him by Congress, 
that men who have saarriad reesntly 
are in exaltly the same position as 
men who have tieen married for years, 
and will be exempted or discharged 
according as their wives or children 
are dependent upon their physical or 
mental effort for support 

It has been reported that a different 
rule woukliie enforced against men 
who had oiarried elnee the law was 
approved, to-wit: May 18, i917, but no 
such regulations are found in the bul- 
letins and reports issued from Wash- 
ington br President Wilson and sent 
to the local boards. Under the act 
the Presideot hss ths right to^change 
the rules and regulations at any time, 
and this rule may be changed like any

In addition to married men with 

Wife or child dependent upon his la- 
bor for support, the following also 
may claim discharge from selected 
draft on the following grounds: 

A son of a widow dependent upon 
his labor for support; a son of an aged 
or intirm parent or parents dejpeodent 
upon hie labor for support; as father 
of a motherless child under sixteen 
years of .age dependent upon his labor 
for support; as a brother or '^IM or 
children under 16 years of age whtj 
have neither father nor motlier and 
who are dependent upon his labor for 
Support. 

In all the atMve cases the same rules 
as to what ooostitMsa dependeaay up- 
on labor for support prevails as in the 
case of married men with vKfe or 
child dependent upon him. 

It should be carefully noted that a 
claim for discharge or exemption un- 
der the Jaw must tie tiled within seven 
days of lhe posting and mailing of the 
notice by the local board to the draft- 
ed man to present himself before the 
local board for physical ex.imination 
The fact ttiat tlie notice is not re- 
ceived in due time or at all will not 
excuse. Every man whether au Amer- 
ican or not. between the ages of twen- 
ty-one and thirty-one. must know 
when lie ia subject to call by thei local 
board and should watch the notices 
posted at the offices of his district so 
that a miscarriage of Uie mails will w 
no wise prejudice his rights. 

After the claim tor exemption or 
disctiarge has been Hied ten days are 
given to file proof by atBdavits. In 
the case of a husband who asserts a 
claim for his discliarge these affidavits 
should be made foy himself, wife and a 
supporning allidavit signed by the 
head of a family in the local district. 
The wife or a third person may file 
tills claim if the husband does not. 
Application sliould be made to the lo- 
cal board for the proper forms No 
argumenr. i.'i made before the local 
board aod no proof other than the 
affidavits is required unless thb board 
calls for additional proof. In three 
days thereafter the loeal hoard will 
render its decision. 

TIISSE ABB KXBMFT. 

In addition To the grounds cause<^ 
bv the persons dependent upon the 
drafted man for support the following 
are welt-defined grounds for asamp; 
tiou fixed by Congress: 

1. An officer, legislative, executive 
or Judicial, of the United States or 
Kentucky, that is, the Governor, Sec- 
retary of State, Attorney General, the 
nepresentatives and Saoatoci and 
Judges are exempt. 

2. A rogolar or ordained Bsinlstar of 
religion 

3. A htudent who was on May 18, 
1917, the day the wst was approved, 

preparinir for the ministry in any rec- 
ognized theological or divinity school. 

4. Any one Jn Uie military or paval 
service of the Triitpd Stales 

5. Any person who is a subject of 
Germany wheither he has taken out 
his first papers for citizenship or not 
is absolutely exempt from service. 
This la one esds where a drafted man 

will be exempted, even though he has 
not filed a claim of exemption, if in 
the opinion of the kwal board of his 
district he is a subject of Germany. 
In such a case it would be eminentlv 
wise for a Qarman alien to iile a claim 
of exemption promptly with his loea| 
board. 

6. Under the present, law a resldaot 
Alien other than a citizen of Germany 
who has not taken out his tirst papers 
declaims his intention to become a 
citizen is exempt ffbm service, but if 
he has made his first declaration of 
citizenship even though be has been 
in this country, tMit a few months he 
is not exempt and may tie called to 
the servic<». This stems to be true 
even of Turks and Austrians and oth- 
er countries allied with Germany iu 
this war since the United States has 
so far declared war^^ainst Germany 
alone It is most improbable, how- 
ever, that the^goveriimeut would ac- 
cept a citizen of a country allied with 
the enemy in the service of the Unit- 
ed States army. 

CLAIMS Foil msCIIARGE 

In addition to these claims for ex- 
emption claims for dlsidiarge, aoeord- 
ing to the rules and regulations of the 
President, may be filed on any of Uie 
foltowing grounds: 

1. Beinj,' a county or municipal of- 
ticer who tias beeu elected to his of- 
fice by popular vote and wboaa office 
may not be tilled by appolntmaot for 
an unexpired term. ^ 
2^ A Cuatomhooss elerk whoae du- 
ties are iieces.sary to the effective op- 
eration of tlie Customhouse. 

3. A person employed In the trans- 
mission of mails who can not be re- 
placed without sudstautial loss in the 
operation of the departnaent in which 
he is employed 

4. A person who is an artiticer or 
workman employed in the armory, ar- 
senal or navy yard of the Halted 
States 

5. Any person einployed in theserv- 
loe of Che United States who cannot 
tie replaced without substantial losi iu 
the effective operation of the depart- 
ment in which he is employed

In the event tlie local board decld*s 
adversely to the claims for exemption 
ordtocharge made by the person under 
eooslderation an appeal will lie initio 
district board if said appeal is made 
withiu ten days after the day when 
notice lias been posted aod mailed 
tiiat such person's name has been cer- 
tified to the district b lard as one who 
has beeu called for service and not ex- 
empted or d i s cha rged. Ther govwn- 
meut also has the right of appeal to 
the district board if the claim is al- 
lowed, but no time limit le eat there 
on The time fur the appeal may be 
extended by tlie local board fur good 
canse in exceptional eaess. 

The district board alone considers 
claims for discharge on the ground 
that the persoi;! is engaged in an in- 
dostry Ineioiiing agriculture found to 
be nece!«ary to the mainte n a n ce of 
the military establishment, Uie ef- 
feetlvo operation of the military 
forces or the maintenance of uaiional 
interest during the emergency. Un- 
der no condition should such a claim 
for discharge be presented to a loeal 
board. It has no autlio'rlt> to con- 
sider it. Such claims must be filed 
with the district board on or before 
the fifth day after the malllofr and 
posting of notice that the Individual 
has been certified by the local board 
as one who has been called for service 
and not exempted or discharged This 
includes coal mlnara, many skilled 
employee of ssanafsetorles, flaisuon 
andtheHke. 

No appeal lies from the decision of 
the district board on any ground for 
disobarve except that claimed on in- 
dustrial grounds An appeal from 
the decision of the district board on 
this ground must be made to the 
President of the United States within 
seven days of the date of the mailing 
to the person of the ad' 
of tlie district board.
